CHICAGO THUGS KEEP UP THEIR 
CRIMINAL ACTIVITY. 


Public and Even Deny Hearing of 
Cases — Screams Gring Help, 
Whereupon Assailants Fiee. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} One woman fatally shot and 
two others attacked on a well-lighted 
Soulevard in a thickly settied high 
Class residence district was the record 
of Chicago today. 

Florence Hunter, % years old, living 
at No. @ Boston avenue, was attacked 
iu her home by Leonard Ransom, a 
neighbor, and perhaps fatally wounded 
by a revolver bullet. Ransom fied and 
the woman was taken to the County 
Hospital. She has not yet been able 
to make any statement. Both Ransom 
and Miss Hunter are colored. 

Mrs. Emma Day, No. #4 Park ave- 
nue, and Miss Pauline Amant. 18 years 
old, were attacked at Park avenue and 
Oakley boulevard. Mre. Day was 
choked and beaten and is in a serious 
condition. Miss Amant escaped fron 
her assailant, who is believed th be the 
Same man who attacked Mrs Day. 

Cireumstances attending the attacks 
on the two women indicate that their 
aesaliant was not acting with robbery 
as his motive. No record was made of 
the cases on the books of the police de- 
partment. Attempts were made to pre- 
vent knowledge of the crimes becoming 
public. For a time, the police even de- 
nied hearing of the cases. 

Mrs Day was beaten and kicked. 
Further indignities were prevented by 
the arrival of several persons who had 
heard the woman's screams. Her as- 
sallant fied. The attack took place in 
the shadow of a wall of St. trick's 
Academy and convent. 

The woman made a valiant defens-. 
but was soon overpowered and fell. 
Her purse was flung half a dozen feet 
Sway but the man made no effort to 
get it. Instead, he continued striking 
the Woman and trying’ to choke her. 
When Mrs. Day fell the man struck 
her head repeatedly ypon the stone 
pavement. 

The attack was within a few door 
of Mrs. Days home. Among the firs: 
to arrive was Mrs. Day's mother, who 
found her daughter unconscious. In- 
ternal injuries are feared. 


LIGHT ON HOLLISTER MURDER.

Jan. 18.—Coroner Brew- 
en of Brooklyn received a summons 
just before midnight to hasten to the 
home of Otto F. Bothfeld. a wealthy

Though the police had received no 
notice of the tragedy. Dr. Brewer was 
informed that the shooting had taken 
Place early yesterday. A wmisunder- 
standing was responsible for the failure 
of the family to notify the authorities. 
The Coroner's presence was desired to 
take Mre. Bothfeld's ante-mortem 
statement A policeman’ was dis- 
patched to the home of the Bothfelds 
and after inquiry he placed the dying 
woman under formal arrest on a charge 
of attempted suicide. 

At the time of the shooting there 
were present in the house Bothfeld's 
two sone—Ruadoiph O0. and Harry J.— 
a marrie4 daughter. Mrs. Arthur D. 
Constant, and the servants. The fam- 
fly, who had been alarmed for two 
months because of the highly nervous 
condition of Mrs. Bothfeld, were 
aroused by a pistol shot, followed by 
the eound of a body falling. The chil- 
Gren hastened to the room occupied by 
their parents and found Bothfeld bend- 
ing over the body of his wife. ' 

Bothfeld sald Mrs. Bothfeld had left 
the bed so carefully as not to disturb 
him and reached a bureau, in a drawer 
of which was kept a loaded pistol. 
Rothfeld said his wife had apparently 
pressed the weapon to her left temple 
and pulled the trigger. Coroner Brew- 
er and the police will conduct an in- 
vestigation.

so beneficial at the present day, there 
is one feature in this Liberal triumph 
in England to the consideration of 
which American free traders should 
energetically devote all the gray mat- 
ter that lies under their hats. 

In Birmingham. Joseph Clamber- 
lain, contrary to the general expecta- 
tions of his opponents and semewhat 
contrary to his own expectations, has 
succeeded in retaining his own seat 
and that of every one of his followers 
in and about that great manufacturing 
city. Mr. Balfour, the late Premier, 
was disastrously defeated in his own 
borough. Mr. Chamberlain is trium- 
phantiy elected in his borough. The 
same has been the fate of nearly ail 
the Balfourites who stood for election 
to seats in Parliament all through the 
United Kingdom. Mr. Chamberlain's 
fate has been also the happy lot of his 
stanch followers in a multitude of in- 
stances. 

Now, here is a fact pregnant with 
meaning and casting a brilliant light 
upon this whole question of nearly ab- 
solute free trade and of moderate 

„ &8 proposed by Chamber- 
lain for the United Kingdom. Cham- 
beriain got down definitely on his own 
side of the fence, proclaimed unequivo- 
cally the principles for which be was 
contending, carried vigorous warfare 
everywhere into the camp of his 
enemies, und hurled in their faces 
every strong open argument for his 
policy at his command. Mr. Balfour 
stood in a equivocal position. He was 
a notorious straddier during the whole 
period of the discussion between the 
two forms of fisca) policy, and all who 
followed him followed him in this 
standstill attitude of being neither one 
thing nor the other. 

This lesson taught by a positive, un- 
equivocal attitude, unmistakable in its 
intentions, in statesmanship, is to be 
commended to the careful considera- 
tion not only of the free trade advo- 
cates in America but just as impor+ 
tantly to that of certain somewhat 
weak-kneed apologists among our own 
party following for the protective tariff 
principles. The old proverb, “Faint 
heart never won fair lady,” is just as 
true when the prize is a seat in Con- 
gress or any other victory in politics, 
as when it is the fair hand of Lady 
Clara Vere de Vere. 

Balfour's attitude was an attitude 
of indecision, of cowardice. Chamber- 
lain’s attitude was an attitude of 
cleancut, manly, courageous deter- 
mination to stand by his guns and win 
the battle, or if he had to go down, 
to use the old slang phrase, “to go 
down like Gallagher's goat, a-roarin’.” 
This election in Birmingham, as said 
above, casts an unmistakable illumina- 
tion upon the situation even in Eng- 
land. The Chamberlain cause, which 
the day before yesterday seemed ‘ost 
forever, is today the liveliest dead 
thing in all England. Chamberiain re- 
mains in the House, and Chamberlain- 
ism remains, as it has been for a couple 
of years past, the vital subject before 
the people of England. Protection for 
English industries is very far from 
being a dead issue. 

Now, let us go back to the first enun- 
ciation made in this article. The 
whole question of free trade or 


‘modified protection, as touching con-

telligently be applied to the conditions 
in the United States.

ELIGION AND BUSINESS. 

There never was a doubt that 
business were all the better for the 
mixture of a certain amount of real 
religion in it, nor is it a matter for 
dispute that it is necessary in this 
materialistic and highly practical age 
to inject a certain amount of business 
into religion, but it still remains true 
that religion and business are different 
things. They cannot be successfully 
conducted as joint enterprises. Al- 
though one may help the other, the 
two won't mix. 

Perhaps the most striking proof of 
the truth of these contentions that our 
modern times furnishes is the history 
of Zion City, founded by John Alex- 
‘ander Dowie, and carried on by him 
and his so-called discipies for a num-

upon which the entire theory of 
‘mixing business and religion was at 
stake. And the whole world has been 
waiting to see how the experiment 
would come out. From current news 
dispatches, it is quite safe to say that 
disaster is the result. 

To those who have followed the 
Dowie business and the Dowie religion, 
as well as the man himself, it will ap- 
pear that the experiment could not 
have been placed in abler hands. He 
possessed remarkable ability both as a 
preacher and as a financier. He built 
great factories, filled them with flying 
wheels and put hundreds of his people 
at employment. He swayed their souls 
with wonderful eloquence of speech 
and a strange personal magnetism day 
after day from a pulpit where he pre- 
sided in his character as the prophet 
of the living God. He was no scoffer 
por unbeliever, and the doctrines he 
taught and expounded were Christian 
and quite as orthodox as those handed 
down from any of the pulpits of the 
land. 

But the whole thing appears to be 
crumbling to ruin. The business that 
Dowie built up is entangled in danger- 
ous meshes that threaten its continued 
existence. And from the religious 
standpoint, the “prophet” is now al- 
most without honor in his own coun- 
try. The Zion of Dowie is plainly tot- 
tering to its fall. 

The whole question resolves itself 
into the fact that the religious impulse 
and the business impulse are not one 
and the same thing. During is min- 
istries on this earth Christ gave no 
thought to business. Business is for 
the purpose of making money. Rell- 
gion is for the purpose of spiritual sal 
vation. Both are obviously necessary. 
But they won't mix. 


LLMAN TABLED. 

The most charitable construction 
that can be placed upon Senator Till- 
man’s remarkable performance in the 
Senate on Wednesday is that he was 
under the influence of liquor. Indeed, 
it is but kindness to suppose that he 
was drunk. 

As for the crocodile tears that Till- 
man shed when referring to the Mrs. 
Morris incident, what could have in- 
duced such a lachrymose overfiow 
save the maudlin state of mind in- 
duced by overindulgence in some bev- 
erage that both exhilarates and in- 
toxicates’? 

Tiliman declared that his attacks 
upon the President were not based 
upon personal animosity, but the tenor 
of bis remarks, and the common 
knowledge of his personal attitude to- 
ward the President belie his denial. 
It seems inconceivable that the Sen- 
ator, if he had been in possession of 
his sober senses, could have gone to 
such extremes of frenzy, of untruth, 
and of unreasonableness. Even his 
Democratic compeers were disgusted. 
The whole affair was most unseemly, 
unnecessary, uncalied-for, inexcusable. 

As for the alleged mistreatment of 
Mrs. Morris, which was seized upon 
by Mr. Tillman as the text of his wild 
harangue, there is no reason to be- 
lieve that any wrong was inflicted. 
The President knew nothing of the 
| proceeding at the time. Learning of 
it afterward, he probably finds no 
ground for disapproval. Mrs. Morris 
had gone several times to the White 
House for the purpose of seeing the 
President on what she regarded as a 
personal matter. She insisted upon an 
interview, in defiance of the rules and 
regulations which are necessary for 
the protection of the President from 
intrusion. It must be remembered in 
this connection that the President is 
the busiest man in the nation, and he 
cannot be interrupted by every visitor 
who chooses to call at the White 
House. Secret service men are always 
present, and it is right that they 
should be present, to head off cranks 
and other undesirable visitors. When 
Mrs. Morris was refused admission to 
the President's private office she be- 
came hysterical and violent. The 
secret service men quietly, and as 
gently as possible, removed her and 
‘placed her in a carriage. Any dis- 
orderly person would and should have 
been removed under like circum- 
stances, though perhaps the carriage 
might have been dispensed with. 

Now, there is nothing in all this 
which should have excited the anger, 
the indignation, and much less the 
lachrymal ducts of Pitchfork Tillman, 
nor oi any other person on earth. It 
is absolutely necessary that the Presi- 
dent of the United States shall be 


protected from unwarranted intrusion 
during the hours which he must de- 
vote to the public business. Every 
person of sense recognizes this fact 
and the necessity for it. President 
Roosevelt, as is known of all men, is 
perhaps more accessible than any man 
who has ocoupied the Executive chair. 
He is not the man who would place 
an indignity upon a woman—for he 
has a most wholesome respect for
